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RELATIVES of an 89- 
year-old woman with 
dementia are battling 
against health officials 
who say she no longer 
qualifies for free contin¬ 
uing healthcare and 
must pay to stay in the 
nursing home where she 
lives. 

Daphne Humphrey con¬ 
tracted the C-difficile bug at 
West Suffolk Hospital last 
May. After she returned 
home to her bungalow in 
Haverhill her daughter and 
son-in-law, Carole and Glyn 
Northrop, found it very 
difficult to care for her, as 
she is incontinent and 
unable to even change her 
position in her seat unaid¬ 
ed. 

Mrs Humphrey went into 
Catchpole Court at Sudbury for 
respite care, then moved in perm¬ 
anently and was assessed as 
needing continuous care in May 
Since then, she has suffered from 
a serious chest infection from 
which doctors did not expect her 
to recover. 

Mr Northrop and his wife, of 
Withersfield Road, Haverhill, 
were horrified when Mrs 
Humphrey was reassessed in 
September and found to be no 
longer eligible for continuous 
care. 

The Northrops’ MP Richard 
Spring has taken up their case 
and has written to Graham 
Gatehouse, at Suffolk County 
Council, asking for further advice 
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and assistance with Mrs Hum¬ 
phrey’s care. 

Mr Spring said: “I am dismayed 
that, despite Mrs Humphrey’s 
obvious need for care, Suffolk 
PCT do not feel that she merits 
continuing care.” 

Mr Northrop said: “She is a sick 
woman and I believe what they 
are doing is illegal in denying her 
continuous care when she needs 
it. 

“She cannot walk, she has to be 
hoisted into a chair, where she 
just slouches because she cannot 
support herself and she has to be 
repositioned every three hours. 

“When we looked after her we 
had to change her seven times a 
day. She used to call out con¬ 
stantly for my wife and we have 
been told she still does. She has to 
take anti-psychotic drugs to calm 
her down. It seems like we are up 
against a brick wall and no-one 
will listen to us. 

“We want a face-to-face meeting 
with them so that they can tell us 
why they think she does not 
qualify. It is just a nightmare for 
us. We moved to Haverhill from 
Linton so that she could live with 
us, but we did not know she was 
going to get dementia and not be 
able to stay at home. She has 
worked all her life since 1947 and I 
don’t think she should have to sell 
her bungalow to pay for her care.” 

A spokesman for NHS Suffolk 
said: “All continuing care assess¬ 
ments carried out by NHS Suffolk 
are undertaken by health and 
social care professionals, with 
input from families if they so 
wish.

“The assessments are then submitted 
to a panel of clinicians who look at the 
health needs of the individual patient 
and apply these to the eligibility 
criteria set down by the Government.

“Where an assessment is challenged, 
the panel’s decision is reviewed by a 
second panel with a different mem¬ 
bership, which is happening in this 
case.”

A TEMPORARY new 
health clinic in a Hav¬ 
erhill car park has been 
given the go-ahead - 
despite a petition from 
residents and bus¬ 
inesses and strong 
objections from coun¬ 
cillors. 

It was approved by mem¬ 
bers of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee this 
week. 

The plan could cost up to 
£740,000 over a three-year 
period while a site is found 
for a permanent walk-in 
health care centre, which 
would be the first in Suffolk 
and open 8am to 8pm, seven 
days a week. 

Plans for the health centre, 
part single, part two-storey, in 
the Rose and Crown car park 
off Withersfield Road, has 
provoked a storm of protest. 

A petition against the plan, 
signed by 55 people, was 
handed in at the meeting, 
along with letters of ob¬ 
jection from the nearby 
Chiropractic Clinic in Rose 
Cottages, the dental surgery, 
several businesses and other 
residents. 
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Haverhill Town Council 
also objected strongly to the 
plan on the grounds of loss of 
parking space, particularly 
long stay, that 16 spaces 
proposed for local businesses 
were not enough, potential 
noise and light disturbance to 
local residents and drainage 
concerns. 

It was also believed that the 
access road leading from 
Withersfield Road was too 
narrow and dangerous to be 
used by more vehicles as well 
as ambulances, with no 
footpath available for ped¬ 
estrians. 

The chiropractic clinic and 
other medical service pro¬ 
viders were concerned that 
around 300 patients, includ¬ 
ing the elderly, they have on 
their books would find it 
difficult to park and get 
access to their premises. 

The report to councillors 
said that the introduction of 
parking charges was being 
considered to avoid people 
using the car park for long 
periods, and that other car 
parks were available nearby 

It said: “Whilst the temp¬ 


orary loss of the parking is 
regrettable, it is considered 
that the needs for improved 
health facilities within the 
town are sufficient to out¬ 
weigh the temporary loss of 
parking spaces. There are 
four other car parks in 
Haverhill with a total of 731 
spaces. 

“However, the borough 
council, as land owners,

recognises the impact the 
loss of the parking will have 
on businesses and residents 
of 1-4 Rose Cottages and 3-5 
Withersfield Road and has 
been working on a solution 
for these residents. 

“The number of spaces 
provided for them will be 
increased from four to eight, 
controlled by lockable boll¬ 
ards to which each property 



will have a key” 

Cllr Tim Marks failed in a 
bid to approve the temporary 
site for three years instead of 
four. 

He said: “This enhance¬ 
ment to healthcare facilities 
in Haverhill is welcome, 
particularly as the PCT has 
made a £300,000 reduction to 
the budget of local GPs. 
However, the location of this 
facility, albeit temporary, is 
in the wrong place.” 

Diana Garrod, who runs a 
chiropractic clinic in Rose 
Cottages, which has the only 
X-ray facilities in Haverhill, 
said she was disappointed by 
the decision. 

She said: “We already have 
three excellent surgeries in 
Haverhill and this facility is 
not needed. This temporary 
building is about spending 
£800,000 or they are going to 
lose it. It is just a stepping 
stone, but it is going to cause 
so much disruption and both 
elderly and disabled people 
will suffer.” 

Chris Rand, planning off¬ 
icer for St Edmundsbury, 
said the Highway Authority 
had not objected to the plan 
and other sites had been 
considered but were not 
available.

Seven face trial 
on drug charges 


SEVEN people arrested 
after a series of police 
raids across three coun¬ 
ties earlier this year have 
denied serious drug 
offences and are due to 
stand trial next June. 

A woman and three men 
from Haverhill, two from 
Cambridgeshire and one from 
London, appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court to deny offences 
they were charged with after 
being arrested in raids in 
Cambridgeshire, Suffolk and 
North London in July.

Road, Haverhill; all pleaded not 
guilty to conspiracy with 
others to supply a Class A 
drug. 

The offence was alleged to 
have been committed between 
October 29, 2007, and July 9 
this year and involved cocaine. 

Three other people, Ryan 
Eggo, 21, of Church Close 
Whittlesford; Sean Kimber, 31, 
of Lime Kiln Close, Peter¬ 
borough; and Sam Gilmour, 33, 
of Muswell Hill, London; also 
pleaded not guilty to the same 
charge. 

Limpus pleaded guilty to a 
second charge of conspiracy 


with others to supply a Class B 
drug, amphetamine, between 
January 1 and July 9 this year, 
and French pleaded not guilty 
to the same offence. 

Judge John Devaux told 
them that their trial was 
expected to begin on June 8 
next year. 

Christopher Morgan, app¬ 
earing on behalf of the Crown 
Prosecution Service, said it 
was estimated the trial would 
take between four and six 
weeks to complete. 

Limpus had her bail renewed 
but the other six defendants 
were told they would continue 
to be remanded in custody.

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Benefit changes ‘insulting’

A WOMAN who has 
suffered from the painful 
condition fibromyalgia for 
the past eight years is 
furious about changes to 
the benefit system, which 
she says have left her just 
47p a week better off. 
Christina Ratcliffe, 46, did 
work at one time, but had 
to give up because of her 
illness, which makes it 
very difficult for her to 
stand for any length of 
time or lift anything. 

She used to be on income 
support, but for the past 
six months has been on 
incapacity benefit, which 
gave her an extra £3 a 
week. Although her 
payments have now gone 
up by almost £12 a week, 
she now has to pay 
Council Tax and rent, 
which she says leaves her 
very little better off. 

She said: “I cannot afford 
to pay another £9.68 a 
week for Council Tax just 
because I have gone from 
income support to 
incapacity benefit. It does 
not make any sense at all. 
“What is the point of 
giving you extra money 
and then taking it away. 

To send the letter to tell 
me about it probably cost 
47p. It is an insult to give 
someone an extra 47p. 

“I went to the Job Centre 


to see if I could go back 
on to income support, but 
they said they could not 
help me. Every time you 
have to speak to someone 
else.” 

She added: “Fibromyalgia 
is like arthritis, but affects 
the muscles. I get really 
tired very easily. I did have 


a job at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital but after five 
hours with just a 15- 
minute break I could 
hardly walk to the bus 
stop. It is not my fault I 
have got this illness, but I 
feel like I am being 
punished for it. I would 
love to work if I could.” 


Council sets 
priorities for 
tight budget 


SUFFOLK County councillors 
have warned that financial 
pressures on their budget will 
continue over the next year, but 
insist the most vulnerable 
members of society will be a 
priority 

The reassurance comes after the 
council learned that it will receive £162 
million from the Government’s grant 
for 2009/10. This represents a cash 
increase of 4.9 per cent compared with 
2008/9. The increase for 2010/11 is 
expected to be 4.4 per cent. 

Cllr Jane Storey, the council’s port¬ 
folio holder for resource management 
and transformation, said: “The settle¬ 
ment is in line with what we expected. 
However, it still means we face some 
challenging decisions on how we use 
our budget. 

“Our priorities continue to be the 
most vulnerable in the community - 
older people and looked after children. 
In our budget proposals for 2009/10, we 
believe we will rise to the challenge of 
caring for our community, and at the 
same time provide quality and value for 
money services for everyone in the 
county 

“We have planned for more efficient 
ways of working to provide the care and 
services that the people of Suffolk 
expect. 

“During this period of unprecedented 
economic uncertainty, the demand for 
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our services and inflation are both 
rising. However, we are determined to 
do what we were elected to do - to run 
the council as efficiently as possible. 

“We will shortly be consulting on our 
budget proposals, a measure we 
introduced to make the whole process 
as open and transparent as possible. As 
in previous years, we will seek people’s 
views and be ready to make adjust¬ 
ments to the proposals if we receive 
persuasive ideas and alternatives.” 

The proposals will be discussed by the 
resources, finance and performance 
scrutiny committee on December 16. 
Cabinet will then consider the budget 
recommendations at its meeting on 
February 5 and report to the full council 
on February 19, when the level of 
Council Tax will be set. 

The council’s Labour group has 
demanded that next year’s tax rise be 
set “at a very low level” and that the 
most vulnerable - the elderly and low 
income families - be protected. 

Cllr Kevan Lim, deputy leader of the 
Labour group, said: “The current Con¬ 
servative administration are proposing 
another year of cuts to spending on the 
most vulnerable, some £7 million to add 
to the £7 million they cut this year. 

“We have no confidence in the 
Conservative administration managing 
the county’s affairs properly”

Forming better links 


EMPLOYERS in Haverhill 
are being asked their views 
on how schools and colleges 
can develop services that 
best serve them.

‘Tired’ 

facing

AMBULANCE crews are 
run ragged and staff worn 
out according to union 
bosses, yet more cash cuts 
will have to be made to the 
county’s life-saving service. 

The region’s ambulance trust is 
warning that the need to cut costs 
will affect performance and this, 
critics fear, will put patients at 
risk. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service (EEAS) is meeting tough 
Government-set Call Connect 
targets, which require it to reach 75 
per cent of life-threatening inci¬ 
dents within eight minutes of a 999 
call being connected. 

But the trust ran into financial 
problems hiring extra staff to meet 
the targets and must now make 
cost savings to break even - despite 
a cash boost of £3.3 million from 
the region’s primary care trusts. 

Chris Preston, EEAS’s finance 
director, said at a board meeting 
last week that there are “risks 
associated with delivering the cost 
savings needed to balance the 
financial position” and that 
“operational performance may be 
impacted by the reduction in 
costs”. 

NHS trusts have a statutory duty 
to break even. 

John Toomey, UNISON’S 
regional organiser, said that staff 
are already stretched to the limit 
by Government targets. He said 


budget cuts would “have an impact 
on patient care” and “ability to 
respond as required”. 

Mr Toomey added: “We’ve got 


ambulance crews who are run 
ragged. Staff are worn down. They 
are having to go to rapid dep¬ 
loyment positions all the time. 


Everybody wants to get to calls on 
time, but you can only run people 
so hard for so long. 

“The criminals in all of this are 
the politicians setting targets 
without understanding the impact 
of that and without understanding 
the need to provide funding.” 

An EEAS spokesman said the 
trust has met the targets for each 
month since August, but there 
were an extra 3,140 emergency 
responses this October compared 
with the previous October. 

He added: “This places a huge 
demand on our resources and, if 
replicated over the whole winter 
and combined with poor weather 
and driving conditions, would put 
our achievement of the target at 
risk. We are, however, committed 
to achieving financial balance and 
meeting our response performance 
targets between now and the end of 
the financial year in March.” 

The spokesman said crews are 
“pulling out all the stops” to meet 
the targets and “deserve the comp¬ 
lete respect and cooperation of the 
public”. 

Cllr Geoff Heathcock, Liberal 
Democrat spokesman for health on 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
said: “We are talking about 
people’s lives being put on the line, 
particularly in a predominantly 
rural county with a road network 
that is grim in many places. 

“With new targets should come 
proper funding, but the ambulance 
service has never been a part of 
the NHS that has received the level 
of support it should have from the 
Government.” 


Beware of 
lottery con, 
warn police 

POLICE are warning people to be 
aware of bogus Spanish lottery 
scams that claim the recipient has 
won a substantial amount of 
money. 

Since the beginning of the year 
police in Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk have had about 100 reports 
from residents who have received 
letters stating they have won a 
portion of an international lottery 
they have not entered. The letters 
include a processing form that 
requests personal details in¬ 
cluding bank account number, sort 
code and the address. These 
details could then be used to gain 
access to people’s accounts. 

As well as the form, recipients 
are given a phone number to call. 
Anyone who does so will be asked 
to send money in order to release 
his or her winnings. It is likely 
this will be thousands of pounds. 

The conmen behind the scam 
contact possible victims by post, 
phone and email, and often target 
the elderly and vulnerable. 

Detective Inspector Caroline 
Millar, of the Force Intelligence 
Bureau, said: “We urge people to 
be on their guard for letters and 
scams such as these. 

“However official a letter may 
appear, do not get tempted to pass 
on your details or part with any of 
your money.”

When buying on 
the high street, 
you have no right 
to return

But many shops 
will refund, 
exchange or give

4. Use the plastic 
if you’re spend¬ 
ing over £100 - if 
an item costs 
between £100 - 
£30,000 it’s best to 
put it on your 
credit card. 

That way, if a 
retailer refuses to 
remedy problem 
goods, the card 
company has the 
same respon¬ 
sibility as the 
retailer - great if 
the retailer goes 
bust or denies 
responsibility for 
goods. 

5. Know your 

online rights - 
there is a cooling- 
off period 

starting the 
minute you place 
the order and 
ending seven 
working days 
after you receive 
the goods, during 
which time you 
are free to cancel.

EVEN if you’re looking 
forward to the invasion of 
friends and family at 
Christmas, you’re lucky if 
their imminent arrival 
doesn’t trigger a panic 
pang of: “Where am I going 
to put everyone and all the 
extra stuff they’ll bring 
with them?”. 

The reality is that few people 
can claim to have enough space 
in their home, and the pressures 
on it just grow as our lives move 
on - whether it’s a growing 
family, entertaining, or the need 
for a home office. 

But during the holiday season 
the walls can really start closing 
in, as every surface seems 
covered by decorations, and there 
are all those extra gifts, and 
possibly toys, to accommodate. 

Julie Savill, former editor of 
Good Homes magazine, 
recommends getting sorted out 
now: “A good tidy up is the 
starting point and it’s quite eye¬ 
opening just how much roomier a 
place can seem if the floor and 
furniture are clear of clutter. 

“Of course clutter can be the 
result of a lack of storage, 


leaving no permanent home for 
belongings, and this should be 
the next step. 

Creating a place for everything 
is the only way you’ll ever 
persuade the family to put things 
in their place.” 

While TV’s House Doctor, Ann 
Maurice agrees that having a 
room-by-room de-cluttering 
session is essential; she also 
believes many people make one 
fundamental mistake at this time 
of year. 

“It’s so common for people to 
leave their everyday treasures 
and ornaments on mantels and 
shelves and then pile seasonal 
decorations on top. 

“That’s inevitably going to 
make the whole effect messy and 
cluttered. Before I start 
decorating I get out a couple of 
storage boxes and always have a 
clean sweep of the house. I first 
put away all the everyday things 
like picture frames or 
ornaments, which leaves plenty 
of room to display seasonal 
decorations to great effect.” 

Julie’s gathered some top tips 
for her book, Good Homes 101 
W ays To Make More Space, that 
could leave you feeling as if your 
house has expanded and make 


Christmas much more 
comfortable. 

JULIE’S TIPS 

■ Choose dual-purpose furniture 
like sofa beds or trunks that 
double as coffee tables. 

■ A dress rail isn’t just for 
Christmas but makes itself 
useful when the visitors have 
gone home. It’s far less bulky 
than a traditional wooden ward¬ 
robe. 

■ A neat box-pleated balance 
makes a bed look tidy and with 
the addition of a few pockets 
stitched on, can give great hidey- 
holes for shoes, books, news¬ 
papers. 

■ “Don’t clutter up a room with a 
large table, instead have a large 
sheet of MDF or plywood which 
can be laid over the top of a 
compact table to give you a 
bigger surface. Simply cover with 
a pretty cloth to disguise it. 

■ Fit shelves into an alcove 
under the stairs, and paint them 
the same colour as the wall so 
they disappear into the back¬ 
ground. 

■ A bamboo ladder used as a 
towel rail provides masses of 
space for towels, or can be used

for extra hanging space in a 
spare room. 

■ Boxing in the area under a bay 
window can provide bags of 
space (think caravans and how 
much stuff gets stowed away 
under the seats) as long as you 
build in lift-up lids. Or build a 
shaped seat with shelving area 
underneath for books and games.

We all need to dispose of our waste 
responsibly to avoid harm to human 
health and the environment. I wel¬ 
come this new leaflet, giving people

hazardous waste doesn’t end up in 
general landfill, or in watercourses.” 

Certain types of household haz¬ 
ardous waste can be taken to the 
county council’s household waste 
recycling centres for safe disposal. 
These include used motor oil, house¬ 
hold and vehicle batteries, fluor¬ 
escent tubes and low energy light- 
bulbs, televisions and computers and 
fire extinguishers (except Halon 
ones). 

For disposal of all other hazardous 
household products, people are 
advised to contact their district or 
borough council to arrange coll¬ 
ection.

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HIV numbers 
rise sevenfold 

HIV rates in the East of 
England have increased 
sevenfold in the past 10 
years, according to new 
figures. 

The Health Protection 
Agency says the region 
has seen a 573 per cent 
rise in the number of 
people being treated for 
the disease since 1998. 

The increase is the 
highest in the country. 

The figures show that 520 
people in the region were 
newly diagnosed last year. 
That brings the overall 
number of individuals 
being treated for the 
disease up to 3,693, 
compared to 549 in 1998. 

It is not known how many 
of them live in 
Cambridgeshire.

Force to extend 
use of stun guns 


MORE police officers in 
Cambridgeshire are to 
be armed with electron¬ 
ic stun guns. 

The force has welcomed 
plans announced by Home 
Secretary Jacqui Smith to 
widen the use of Tasers, 
which can incapacitate 
suspects with a shock of up 
to 50,000 volts. 

Up to 10,000 of the weapons 
will be ordered for specially- 
trained officers across the 
country, the Government 
said. It has put aside £8 
million for the scheme. 

Mark Hopkins, assistant 
chief constable of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police, gave the 
proposals the thumbs-up. 

He said: “Since the intro¬ 
duction of the Taser in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire it has proven to 
be an effective tool in dealing 
with potentially violent sit¬ 
uations safely and rapidly. 

“I am positive about its use 
and we will be considering 
opportunities open to the 
constabulary.” 

Critics, who have warned 
the weapons are “potentially 
lethal”, are calling for a 
review of the decision. 

And the Metropolitan 
Police said it would not take

part in the scheme, over fears 
that Tasers “cause fear and 
damage public confidence”. 

Figures revealed by the 
Weekly News in March show¬ 
ed that Tasers had been used 
23 times in Cambridgeshire 
since they were introduced 
in 2005. 

A force spokesman said the 
weapon, which is effective 
from a distance of 10 metres, 
had been fired three times. 

Officers “red-dotted” tar¬ 
gets 19 times in that period 
and they had drawn the 
weapon once as a warning to 
a suspect. 

Announcing the proposals 
last week, Mrs Smith said 
she wanted to give police 
officers the tools to confront 
dangerous people. 

She said: “I am proud that 
we have one of the few police 
services around the world 
that do not regularly carry 
firearms and I want to keep it 
that way. 

“But every day the police 
put themselves in danger to 
protect us, the public. They 
deserve our support, so I 
want to give the police the 
tools they tell me they need

to confront dangerous peop¬ 
le.” 

The move was welcomed by 
the Association of Chief 
Police Officers, which said 
Tasers meant other weapons 
did not have to be used so 
often. 

Home Office trials found 
the threat of being Tasered 
was often enough to stop a 
violent incident.

variant, at least for now as the current 
Mazda3 MPS is highly regarded and it 
would be a fair assessment to assume 
that the Japanese manufacturer will 
produce a second-generation version.
